SEVENTY  SECOND  ANNUAL  REFORT 


of  the 

Board  of  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind. 


Introduction:  The  President  and  Members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  School  take  pleasure  in  submitting 
to  the  Corporation  and  to  the  public  of  the  Maritime  Provinces 
and  Newfoundland  this,  their  seventy-second  annual  report. 

For  details  as  to  the  finances  of  the  School  we  refer  to  the 
report  of  the  Treasurer,  and  for  the  activities  of  the  School, 
to  that  of  the  Superintendent,  both  of  which  follow. 

Supervision:  In  addition  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
Board,  held  monthly,  a committee,  specially  appointed,  visits 
the  School  each  month  and  reports  on  the  condition  of  the 
property,  sanitation,  health,  food  supplies,  etc.  We  are  glad 
to  report  that  the  buildings,  inside  and  out,  are  in  excellent 
condition  and  that  conditions  regarding  hea’t't,  fire  protection 
and  air-raid  shelters  are  all  that  can  reasonably  be  desired. 

Two  new,  modern,  power  dish-washers  were  installed 
during  the  vear  and  have  justified  their  purchase  in  the  saving 
of  domestic  labour  and  the  fact  that  the  dishes  can  be  washed  in 
much  hotter  water  and  stronger  disinfecting  solutions. 

Health:  The  state  of  health  of  the  School  during  the  year 
was  comparatively  good.  We  had  four  light  cases  of  diph- 
theria and  eleven  of  chickenpox. 

We  regret  to  have  to  record  the  death  of  a pupil,  Abel 
Huard,  of  Dalhousie,  N.  B„  after  an  illness  of  sixteen  months, 
caused  by  a bone  infection  following  scarlet  fever. 
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Beside  our  four  visiting  physicians,  a medical  interne  and 
two  resident  nurses,  we  have  the  greatest  cooperation  of  the 
Victoria  Genera!  Hospital,  Children's  Hospital,  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital,  and  Public  Health  Clinic,  all  of  them  within 
a few  hundred  yards.  Our  dentistry  is  taken  care  of  by  the 
Dalhousie  Dental  College  and  our  ear,  eye,  nose  and  throat 
cases  by  the  firm  of  specialists  whose  services  are  later  acknow- 
ledged. 

Religious  Instruction  Early  in  the  tear  the  School 
adopted  a plan  whereby  religious  instruction  is  now  given 
regularly  in  separate  classes  to  the  Roman  Catholic  and  Pro- 
testant pupils.  These  classes,  held  in  the  School,  are  in 
addition  to  the  religious  duties  strictly  adhered  to  on  Sundays 
in  the  churches  and  Sunday  schools  of  the  pupils’  own  denomin- 
ations. 

Changes  in  Staff  At  the  close  of  the  year  in  June 
three  of  our  teachers  terminated  their  services  with  us: 

Miss  Dorothy  Rhind,  teacher  of  English,  resigned  to 
take  a position  in  the  Halifax  City  Schools; 

Mr.  Ernest  YV.  Foote,  on  leave  of  absence  to  join  the 
Royal  Canadian  Air  Force; 

Mr.  Ivan  M.  Gillis,  teacher  of  piano  and  organ  music 
resigned  to  take  up  advanced  studies  at  the  Toronto  Conser- 
vatory of  Music. 

Miss  Rhind’s  position  has  been  filled  by  Miss  Julia  Swan- 
burg,  formerly  assistant  teacher,  Junior  Department;  Mr. 
Foote's  place  by  Mr.  Lowell  Legge,  formerly  Boys'  Supervisor; 
Mr.  Nelson  Amiro  being  engaged  as  assistant  Boys'  Supervisor; 
and  Mr.  S.B.  Hayden  has  been  employed  as  a full-time  teacher 
of  piano  and  organ  to  fill  the  vacancy  made  bv  Mr.  Gillis's 
resignation.

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Superintendent's  Report

Sir: 


Your  Superintendent  takes  pleasure  in  submitting  his 
report  for  the  school  year  ended  June  30,  1942. 

Before  entering  upon  a detailed  account  of  the  statistics 
and  activities  of  the  School  it  is  fitting  that  some  general 
statements  should  be  made. 

There  always  have  been,  and  doubtless  will  be  for  a long 
time,  many  popular  misconceptions  concerning  blind  people. 

one  extreme  is  the  notion  that  endows  the  blind  with  one 
or  more  God-given  and  mysterious  attributes  which  enable 
them  to  perform  ordinary  operations  in  a normal  mannner. 
At  the  other  extreme  is  the  equally  erroneous  notion  that  the 
blind  are  so  circumscribed  in  their  capabilities  as  to  admit  of 
their  learning  and  performing  only  such  simple  things  as  braille 
reading  and  typing  and  a few  elementary  manual  operations. 

Both  of  these  ideas  are  remote  from  the  truth  which, 
briefly  stated,  is  that  blind  people  are  simply  people  without 
physical  vision.  A very  successful  and  well-known  graduate 
of  our  School  defined  blindness  very  aptly  as  “ a first-class 
nuisance  to  him  who  has  it.” 

It  is  true  that  there  are  just  as  many  degrees  of  efficiency 
and  inefficiency,  both  mental  and  manual  among  the  blind  as 
among  the  sighted.  These  various  degrees  of  ability  have  to  be 
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taken  into  account  in  preparing  individual  pupils  schedules. 
In  our  School  it  is  the  lack  of  physical  vision  on  the  part  of  the 
pupils  that  is  a constant  challenge  to  the  resourcefulness  and 
ingenuity  of  our  teachers.  Our  problem  and  aim  is  to  pro- 
duce, not  efficient  blind  people,  but  efficient  people  whose 
blindness  is  as  little  as  possible  apparent. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  earlier,  after  the  age  of  six,  that 
children  enter  the  School  the  better  will  be  the  results  of  our 
training.  Our  summer  field-work  in  visiting  the  homes  of 
prospective  pupils  is  of  real  value  towards  this  end;  but  we 
still  encounter  too  many  cases  where  parents  keep  children  at 
home  two,  three,  or  four  years  too  long,  or  until  it  becomes 
apparent  even  to  them  that  they  have  a problem  that  must  be 
met. 


Intelligent  pre-school  training  on  the  part  of  parents  of 
blind  children  is  found  to  be  rather  exceptional.  The  more 
common  attitude  appears  to  be  a hopeless  acceptance  of  fate 
and  an  excess  of  injurious  coddling  rater  than  encouragement 
in  play  and  in  such  normal  practical  activities  as  dressing  and 
proper  table  behaviour.  Here,  again,  we  hope  that  our  summer 
visits  to  the  homes  are  of  value. 

Contrary  to  expectations  your  Superintendent  knows  of 
only  one  case  in  which  fear  of  acts  of  war  prevented  a child 
frjm  attending  the  School. 

The  three  main  departments  of  our  curriculum,  literary, 
music,  and  manual  training,  with  two  special  literary  classes, 
one  for  junior  and  one  for  senior  pupils,  make  it  possible  to 
to  arrange  daily  time-tables  suited  to  the  various  abilities  of 
our  pupils. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  know  how  our  per  capita  cost  of 
maintenance  and  instruction  compares  with  that  of  other 
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American  schools  for  the  blind.  In  normal  times,  in  the  United 
States,  this  is  found  to  be  about  $630 . 00.  Ours,  under  normal 
conditions,  in  recent  years,  has  hovered  around  $450.00. 

During  the  year  there  were  167  pupils  registered,  and 
actually  in  attendance  for  the  whole  or  some  part  of  the  year

The  work  in  these  Manual  Training  Departments  main- 
fained  its  excellent  quality,  and  at  the  Halifax  Boys’ and  Girls’ 
Hobby  Show  held  in  the  spring  our  pupils  won  for  the  third 
time  the  shield  for  the  highest  number  of  points  won  by  any 
group  or  school. 


Five  young  men  received  instruction  in  our  Tuning 
Department. 

Eleven  girls  were  registered  in  our  very  practical  House- 
hold Science  Course. 


Those  of  the  public  who  attended  our  physical  training 
exhibition  in  May  were  able  to  judge  the  excellent  quality 
of  the  work  done  in  our  drill  classis.  On  this  occasion  the 
drill  classes  were  ably  assisted  by  our  Music  Department, 
and  the  proceeds,  amounting  to  $75.59,  were  contributed  to  the 
Canadian  Red  Cross. 
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Through  th  courtesy  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  two  groups  of  our 
boys,  junior  and  senior,  received  valuable  instruclion  in 
swimming  during  the  winter  months. 

We  had  during  the  year  very  active  Girl  Guide  and  Boy 
Scout  Troops  and  wish  to  acknowledge  the  excellent  leadership 
given  to  the  former  by  Miss  Marjorie  Gates  and  to  the  latter 
by  Mr.  George  Baker. 

Our  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  the  Temeraire  Chapter  of  the 
I.  O.  D.  E.  for  sponsoring  our  Girl  Guides. 

Field  investigation  was  carried  on  during  the  summer  by 
your  Superintendent  and  Mrs.  Allen.  In  all  87  cases  were 
investigated.  These  may  be  classified  as  follows: 

(A)  23  eligible  pupils  who  have  since  been  admitted. 

(B)  11  who  may  be  considered  future  eligibles. 

(C)  19  who  may  be  called  future  doubtfuls.  Their 

becoming  or  not  becoming  pupils  of  the  School 
depends  upon  several  factors  such  as  progress  of 
present  degree  of  vision,  whether  downward  or 
upward,  or  developmnt  physically  or  mentally. 

(D)  30  were  found  inelgible  for  admission  on  account  of 

having  too  much  vision.  Several  of  these  were 
assisted  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Canadian 
National  Institute  for  the  Blind,  and  in  other  cases 
the  parents  were  persuaded  to  have  the  children 
examined  and  fitted  with  glasses. 
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( E)  4 were  found  ineligible  for  reasons  other  than  having 
too  much  vision. 


\\  e also  had  the  pleasure  of  calling  at  the  homes  of  many 
pupils  already  at  the  School  and  renewing  the  cordial  relation- 
ship existing  between  homes  and  School.

HALIFAX  SCHOOL  FOR  THE  BLIND 
General  Information 


Territory:  While  known  as  the  Halifax  School  for  the 
Blind,  this  school  really  serves  the  blind  of  the  Maritime 
Provinces  and  Newfoundland. 

Eligibility  for  Admission:  Any  person  resident  witnin 
the  above  mentioned  territory,  between  the  ages  of  six  and 
twenty-one  years,  who  has  insufficient  sight  to  make  proper 
use  of  the  public  schools,  who  has  sufficient  mentality  to  benefit 
by  literary  or  industrial  training,  and  who  is  of  good  moral 
character  is  eligible  as  a pupil.  Special  arrangements  may 
be  made  for  the  admission  of  worthy  and  otherwise  desirable 
applicants  over  the  age  of  twenty-one. 

While  it  is  desirable  that  pupils  should  begin  work  at  the 
opening  of  the  school  in  September  or  January,  pupils  may  be 
admitted  at  any  time  by  special  arrangement. 

Expense:  To  pupils  having  a legal  settlement  in  Nova 
Scotia  or  New  Brunswick  the  School  is  absolutely  free  as  to 
board,  lodging,  laundry  and  training.  Pupils  are  expected  to 
pay  their  own  travelling  expenses  and  supply  their  own  cloth- 
ing and  smaller  personal  needs.  Pupils  residing  in  Newfound- 
land should  apply  to  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the 
Blind,  St.  John’s,  and  those  in  Prince  Edward  Island  to  their 
local  government  representative. 

Housing:  Our  pupils  and  staff  are  housed  in  comfortable 
buildings,  hot  water  heated  and  electric  lighted.  Every  pre- 
caution is  taken  against  fire  menace,  and  a regularly  employed 
watchman  patrols  all  parts  of  the  buildings  every  hour  of  the 
night. 
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Health : The  health  of  the  pupils  is  under  the  care  of  a 
permanent  resident  nurse  and  assistant,  a medical  interne 
and  three  regular  visiting  physicians.  In  addition  the  School 
has  the  services  of  four  expert  oculists,  and  every  effort  is  made 
not  only  to  safeguard  but  to  improve  as  far  as  possible  the 
amount  of  vision  possessed  by  some  of  our  pupils. 

Religious  Advantages:  The  School  is  positively  non- 
sectarian. Pupils  are  required  to  attend  in  supervised  groups 
the  services  of  city  churches  representing  the  denomination 
stated  on  the  original  application  forms,  and  no  deviation  is 
allowed  from  this  policy  except  on  written  request  of  parents 
or  guardians.  Religious  instruction  in  Sunday  School  classes 
is  carried  on  in  the  school  by  volunteer  workers  from  the 
pupils’  own  churches,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  facilitate 
the  performance  of  the  religious  duties  of  all  pupils  in  their 
chosen  creed. 

Educational  Training:  The  educational  system  of  the 
School  falls  into  three  departments — Literary,  Music  and 
Manual  Training. 

Literary:  In  the  Literary  Department  the  entire  regular 
school  course  is  covered  from  kindergarten  to  the  end  of  the 
third  year  of  high  school  work.  In  addition  pupils  are  given 
a course  in  practical  typewriting.  While  many  of  our  pupils 
are  taught  to  read  and  write  Braille  (the  raised  point  system 
used  by  the  blind)  those  whose  degree  of  sight  warrants  it 
are  permitted  a limited  use  of  ink  print  and  pencil  work. 
Four  diplomas  are  granted  from  this  department:  Common 
School,  High  School  First  Year,  High  School  Second  Year,  High 
School  Third  Year. 

Musical:  In  the  Musical  Department  pupils  receive 
thorough  training  in  piano  music,  a limited  number  receive 
individual  vocal  instruction,  and  selected  pupils  instiuction 
in  playing  the  pipe  organ,  clarinet,  mandolin  and  guitar. 
Diplomas  or  certificates  are  given  in  accordance  with  the  work 
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covered.  Regular  and  efficient  classes  in  chorus  singing  are 
conducted  for  both  older  and  younger  pupils. 

A very  important  department  of  instruction  is  that  in 
pianoforte  tuning,  and  diplomas  are  given  to  men  who  satis- 
factorily complete  this  course. 

Manual  Training:  In  the  Manual  Training  Depart- 
ment instruction  is  given  in  woodwork,  broom-making,  brush 
making,  mattress-making  and  repairing,  shoe  repairing,  cane- 
seating, reed  basketry,  rug-weaving,  sewing  and  knitting. 
Certificates  are  granted  to  graduates  in  accordance  with  the 
courses  covered. 

Excellent  classes  in  physical  drill  for  both  girls  and  boys 
are  conducted  by  trained  instructors. 

Maintenance:  The  School  is  maintained  by  per  capita 
grants  from  the  three  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfoundland, 
by  the  income  from  a small  endowment,  and  by  public  dona- 
tions. 

Management:  The  affairs  of  the  School  are  under  the 
direction  of  a board  of  twelve  members,  which  holds  regular 
monthly  meetings  and  the  members  of  which  take  a keen  per- 
sonal interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  institution  and  its  pupils. 
The  Provincial  Secretary  of  Nova  Scotia  and  the  Premiers  of 
New  Brunswick  and  Prince  Edward  Island  are  ex-officio 
Managers.  The  School’s  finances  are  kept  by  modern  business- 
like methods,  are  audited  annually  by  a chartered  account- 
ant, and  the  financial  statement  published  in  the  regular 
annual  reports.  Visitors  are  invited  to  inspect  the  School 
at  any  time,  and  a keener  interest  on  the  part  of  the  public 
is  solicited.

SCHOOL  FOR  THE  BLIND 


The  Blind  Endowment  Fund 

This  fund  was  established  early  in  1917  for  the  purpose 
of  creating  supplementary  annual  income  for  the  work  of  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  and  for  the  various  enterprises 
in  connection  with  the  adult  blind  of  the  Maritime  Provinces 
and  Newfoundland. 

The  Trustees  are  the  President  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  and  the  Eastern  Trust  Company. 

The  Capital  Investments  at  September  30,  1942,  amount- 
ed to  $61,516.15,  and  the  gross  income  for  the  year  ended  Sept- 
ember 30,  1942,  was  $2,873.10- 

The  entire  income  is  distributed  quarterly  as  follows: 

The  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind 45% 

The  Canadian  Printing  House  for  the  Blind 5% 

The  Home  Teaching  Fund 25% 

The  Maritime  Foundation  for  the  Blind 20% 

The  Scholarships  and  Grants  Fund 5% 


The  Canadian  Printing  House  for  the  Blind 

This  fund  is  one  of  the  subsidiary  funds  of  the  Blind 
Endowment  Fund  and  was  established  at  the  same  date  as 
the  main  fund.  Its  sole  source  of  income  is  the  five  per  cent 
of  the  income  from  the  Endowment  Fund.  This  income  is 
kept  in  a savings  account  at  the  Bank  of  Nova  Scotia  and 
cheques  are  drawn  on  this  account  for  the  payment  of  bills 
in  connection  with  the  printing  of  Braille  literature.

The  Home-teaching  Fund 

This  fund  was  established  early  in  the  year  1893  for  the 
purpose  of  creating  an  annual  income  to  be  used  in  the  work 
of  home-teaching  in  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfound- 
land. Collections  were  made  from  the  public  of  this  territory 
from  May  26,  1893,  to  August  15,  1917.  The  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  are  the  trustees 
of  the  Fund,  and  the  capital  securities  are  deposited  with 
the  Eastern  Trust  Company.  The  value  of  these  securities 
as  at  June  30,  1942,  was  $13,175.00. 

In  addition  to  the  income  from  the  funds  under  its  own 
name,  the  Home-Teaching  Fund  receives  25  per  cent  of 
the  annual  income  from  the  Blind  Endowment  Fund,  (See 
above);  and  by  an  agreement  entered  into  October  1,  1919, 
the  entire  annual  income  from  both  sources  is  paid  over  from 
time  to  time  to  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the  Blind 
for  the  carrying  on  of  home-teaching  in  the  Maritime  Provinces 
and  Newfoundland.  The  income  is  kept  as  a savings  account 
at  the  Bank  of  Nova  Scotia.
